The growth of some of the Southern

Chloride of zinc, so much used in 
soldering iron, has, besides its corro- 
sive qualities, the drawback of being 
unwholesome when used for solder- 
ing the iron tins employed to can 
fruit, vegetables, and other food. A 
new soldering mixture has been 
found which is free from these de- 
fects. It is made by mixing one 
pound of lactic acid with one pound 
of glycerine and eight pounds of 
water.

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What the Water Company Can and 
Will Do. 

Learning that the Reno Water 
Company was contemplating in- 
creasing the facilities for supplying 
the town with water, and that the 
superintendent was considering the 
feasibility of submitting a proposi- 
tion to the Board of County Com- 
missioners for flushing the sewers 
eupplying water for cisterns and 


fire purposes, a GAZETTE reporter 
this morning called on Pierce 


Evans, the Superintendent, stated 
what he had beard, andasked what 
the company would and could do in 
regard to supplying water for fire 
purposes. In reply Mr. Evans stated 
that he had given the subject earu- 
est consideration and the company 
had decided to make the following 
proposition to the Board of County 
Commissioners at the next meeting: 
The water company will extend its 
inch main from its present ter- 


minus to the heart of the town, say 
in the vicinity of the eugine house; 
thence down Virginia street to the 
corner of Second, where counection 
would be made with the hydrant 
now there. In the center of Plaza 
street a double hydrabt would be 
placed, and from there connection 
would be mae through a 6-inch 
main witha bydrant located within 
a short distance of the Depot Hotel, 
the freight depots and the Neva‘ia 
Theater. Hydrants could also be 
placed in Fowning’s Addilion, at 
the corner of Fourth and Sierre, at 
the corner of Lake and Fourth 
streets and in any other locality 
which should be decided upon. 

“The company,“ continued Mr. 
Evans, “now has au inexhaustible 
supply of water, and the fall at the 
corner of Virginia and Plaza streets 
is 180 feet—equal to a pressure of 72 
pounds to the square iuch—being 
force sufficient to throw over any 
building in the town if necessary. 
This would do away with the steam 
engines, asa stream could be had 
that would reach any building in 
the thickly-settled portion of .the 
town, and could be turned on with- 
in a few minutes after an alarm was 
given.“ 

‘*Your proposition thus far seems 
entirely feasible, but what would be 
the cost of such service?“ asked the 
reporter. 

**Oof course it wouldcost something 
to do all this,“ answered Mr. Evans, 
„but the sum asked by us is reason- 
able when the expeuse en ailed is 
taken into consideration. At the 
present time water is furnished the 
town for flashing sewers an‘ for fire 
pa for $30 a month. 
iu the mains spoken of will cost us 
over $6,000. Our price for flushing 
sewers, supplying cisterns, furnish- 
ing water and placing bydrapnts 
will be $125 per month. I 
have spoken to a number of or 
most prominent citizenson the sub- 
ject, and they state that something 
shou!d be done at once to place the 
town in a position to protect itself 
from fire, and they are of the opin- 
jon that my scheme is the most 
feasible and least costly of auy that 
has been broached.“ 

In conclusion Mr. Evans stated: 
“If our proposition is accepted by 
the Commissioners the compariy 
stands ready to enter into a five 
years’ contract at the figure pamed 
and will guarantee good service.“

A Law Which is Iguored by Hany 
Parents. 


Ata recent meeting of the School 
Trustees the question of compelling 
the attendance at school of children 
of school age was discussed, and it 
was decided to enforce the law in 
relation thereto. For the benefit 
of parents who neglect sending 
their children to school, the Ga- 
ZETTE publishes the following. 
The school Trustees are in earnest 
in the matter, and will compel par- 


ents to respect the law : 

Sec. 2 It shall be the duty of the 
Board of School Trustees of each 
school district in the State, on or be- 
fore the first Monday in September of 
each year, to furnish the principal of 
each public school taught in such dis- 
trict with a list of all children resident 
in the school district, between the ages 
of eight and fourteen years, said list 
to be taken from the report of the 
School Census Marshal. At the be- 
ginning of each school month there- 
after, it shall be the duty of the prin- 
cipal of each school in such district to 
report to the Board of School Trustees 
of such district, the names of all chil- 
dren attending school during the pro- 
vious school month; when, if it shall 
appear at the expiration of four school 
months, to the Board of School Trus- 
tees, that auy rent, guardian or 
other person having charge or contro! 
of any child or children, shall have 
failed to comply with the provisions 
of this Act, the Board shall vause de- 
mand to be made upon such parent, 
guardian or other person, for the 
amount of the penalty hereinafter 
provided; when, if such parent, guard- 
ian or other person shall negiect or 
refuse ty y the same within five 
days after the making of said demand, 
the Board shall commence proceed- 
ings,in the name of the school dis- 
trict, for the recovery of the fine here- 
inafter provided, before any Justice of
